ANTI - W A R PROFITS 
LEGISLATION IS 
CONSIDERED 


Marks Two Wars 


Washington, J u n e 8 (/P)— Studies 
looking toward early enactment of 
anti-war protits legislation at the 
next session of congress were o r ­ 
dered by th e house 
ways 
and 
means com mittee today in approv­ 
ing a $1,004,000,000 defense tax 
hill. 
In a statem ent, th e committee 
said that th e re should not be “ an 
opportunity for the 
creation 
of 
new war millionaires or the f u r­ 
th e r substantial enrichment of al­ 
ready wealthy persons because of 
th e re a rm a m e n t program .” 
Income Levies liaised 
Accordingly, the statement a d d ­ 
ed. technical assistants to the com­ 
mittee and treasury officials have 
been asked to have hills ready at 
the opening of the next session of 
congress which will 
enable 
the 
government, through taxes, to cap­ 
ture nay excess profits, and also 
to provide for special amortization 
for national defense industries. 
Tho full committee approved, 
with 
minor 
changes, 
the 
hill 
drafted by a sub-committee which 
Is designed to raise $1,006,000,000 | 
a year to pay off emergency na- I 
tional defense costs in Avo years. 
Tile measure reduces personal | 
Income tax exemptions, imposes a I 
IO percent supertax, increases the 
orporate income tax one percent 
and increases excise and surtaxes. 
The only changes the full com* 
mttttee made in the sub-commit­ 
te e ’s bill dealt with excise taxes. 
Prompt Action Assured 
These changes reduced the bill’s I 
potential yield by about $2,000,- 
900 hut the am o u n t of taxes which 
would be realized remained only 
an estimate 
T h e committee p 2 
’t at $1,004,000,000. 
The committee said the excess 
profits tax. if the next congress 
desired, could be made to apply 
‘o 19 40 income. 
Chairman Dought on (D-NC) of 
the c o m m it te e said the 
tax 
bill 
would he taken up In the house 
Tuesday. 
Prompt action in the 
senate, once th e house acts, was 
forecast 
by 
Chairman 
Harrison

While th e tax hill is aimed at 
cisin g all th e money now pro­ 
posed for em ergency defense, with 
some to spare, there was talk on 
Capitol Hill th a t congress might 
be asked for an additional $1,000,- 
000.000 for the army if flip Ger­

Paris before a d jo u rn m en t of this 
session.

Hig hways for Tomorrow 
W h a t are tho particular hig h­ 
way needs and highway problems 
which a re so vitally important to' 
northern Michigan’s future? 
Two conditions dictate the c h a r­ 
acter

which will best serve th e recre­ 
ational and oth er interests of this 
region. 
One Is the distance which 
separates it from the parts of the 
state 
and 
nation with which it 
does business. 
The other is the 
recreational motive which is re­ 
sponsible for an important part of 
the traffic which uses o ur high­ 
ways.

The black duck is 
the 
most 
regular of the waterfowl that I 
hav«' found in spring an d su m m er 
for the last 
several years, here 
in Lure County. Michigan. 
This 
led me to the thought th a t some 
of these birds nested at some s u it­ 
able g ro u n d s near here, hut it was 
not until in th e year 1937 
that 
this was proven, when I had my 
first look at ii nest of this species. 
Many m ay w onder how I happened 
to find this nest. 
To tell the story completely of 
my fortune in finding ibis nest, 
it happened in this way. 
In Au­ 
gust, 1936, I found a white pine 
tree that stood by a marsh, had 
been struck by lightning 
some 
time earlier 
th a t 
m onth. 
In 
spring, 1937, the tree was yet liv­ 
ing. hut it 
remain ed 
uncertain 
how long it would survive, aud al­ 
so ju st how severely it was d a m ­ 
aged. 
As n sawmill was near and 
operating, ti was thought best to 
cut it down and take 
tho 
logs 
from it to the mill and get w hat 
lu m b e r th e re could 
he obtained 
from it. 
This tree was cut on 
about \p ril 13, 1 937, and the logs 
cut from ii that were most clear 
from knots. 
On April 21*t Ii, the 
logs were taken out. an d while I 
was t i l d e , it looked as if there 
might he much fairly good lum ber 
go to waste, if no more logs would 
he taken from that part that eon-

funds from the conservation d e­ 
partm ent has been a majo r cause 
for 
anxiety 
a m o n g 
Michigan 
sportsmen and sta te conservation 
officials alike for m ore th an 
a 
year. 
In the closing days of the 19 39 
legislature an o u trig h t raid on the 
gam e fund was attem p ted , to the 
tu n e of $1,000,000, by house and I 
senate mem bers who wanted 
to 
" h o l l o w " th a t am o u n t of hunting 
an d fishing license money for gen- 
t e r a l s t at e purposes, with no plan 
j for repaying th e “ loan." 
This brazen attem p t at diver­ 
sion brought an g ry protests from 
portsmen and drew* heated fire 
from friends of th e conservation 
departm ent within 
the 
legisla­ 
ture. 
The latter bloc, led by Sen­ 
ator Don Vander'werp 
of 
F re ­ 
mont, was successful in whittling 
down materially th e game fund 
money withheld from the d e p a rt­ 
ment. 
Picture Is Vague 
The budget as filially passed, 
however, still fell far 
short 
of 
providing for the expenditure of 
the conservation d e p a r t m e n t ’s a n ­ 
ticipated revenues plus a big s u r ­ 
plus of e a r m a r k e d “ $1.50 
deer 
money," which 
th e 
departm ent 
sought to spend for 
land 
p u r­ 
chases in accordance with law. 
Since that tim e Hie conserva­ 
tion d e p a r t m e n t ’s financial 
pic­ 
tu re lias rem ained som ew hat ob­ 
scure to the s p o rtsm e n 
of 
the 
state, a situation not uncom mon 
in connection w ith 
state 
book­ 
keeping affairs. 
Stories have persisted, however, 
th a t the budget directo r was hold­ 
ing up funds to which the d ep a r t­ 
ment was entitled. 
A few days ago. in reply to a 
le tter from H erb ert, Auditor Gen­ 
eral Brown fu rn is h ed MUGG offi­ 
cers with a s ta te m e n t showing a 
balance in the g am e fund, built 
up of hun tin g an d fishing license 
mom y, of $1,327,19 4 on April 30, 
19 40. 
According to Stanley G. Fon- 
ta nna. deputy director of the con­ 
servation 
d e p a rtm e n t , this 
is a 
highly a bnorm al 
balance, repre­ 
senting approxim ately $1,000,000 
m ore th an th e departm ent 
n o r ­ 
mally would have on hand for op­ 
erating purposes at this season. 
This is the money which the de­ 
pa rtm en t is not being allowed to 
spend. 
It appears obvious th a t unless 
sportsm en can prevail on 
H a r t ­ 
m a n or the sta te adm inistrative 
board to advance additional m o n ­ 
ey from the g a m e fund, that fund 
will wind lip its two-vear period 
J u n e 30, 1941, with a balance of 
not less than 
$1,000,000. 
T h at 
would offer a big te m pta tion to 
greedy politicians. 
T h ere is every indication that 
sta te officials, h a r d pressed for 
cash for general purposes, intend 
to keep that sum and spend it o u t­ 
side the conservation d ep a rtm en t 
unless the sportsm e n who contrib­ 
ute the money t h r o u g h their li­ 
cense fees force o th e r action.

A flash from Munising to this 
d ep a rtm en t this week reports that 
la ke tro u t are not yet hitting, but 
that fishing is expected to pick up 
within a few weeks.
